The same arguments holds good as to 
members of the state board of control 
and various other state officials who now 
travel .on passes .while on state duty, but 
whose, fare the state would be obliged to 
pay under the anti-pass provisions. It 
is urged on the other side that the tax- 
ation of railroads will be increased suf- 
ficiently to more than offset all this, in 
answer to which it is argued that the 


- taxation bills should be passed first. 


The official bills, reported by the sen- 


ate committee on assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes in response to the recom- 
mendations of the governor's message 
providing for the taxation of express 
sleeping car, drawing room, and freighl 
•transportation companies on the value 
of their property, at the average rate of 
taxation, the same as other property is 
taxed, have been favorably reported by 
the judiciary committee and sent to en- 
grossment and third reading in the sen 
ate.

WRECK ON PENNSYLVANIA. 


andallcte Thrown Another Train Before 


tlie ''Flyer"—Two Ken Killed. 


Altoona, Pa., - March 6.—The Penn- 
ylvania .newspaper flyer, due here-at 
:55. a. m., was wrecked thirty miles 


east of this city at 7 o'clock Sunday 
morning by a landslide at Ardenheim. 
Two of the train crew were killed and 
,wo injured, and twenty cars and three 
.ocomotives were broken up. 
.The thirty passengers on the flyer- 


escaped almost without a scratch. 


The dead and injured are: Engi- 


neer Robert McCuteheon, Harrisburg, 
tilled; Fireman G. C. Trestle, Harris- 
aurg, killed; Express Messenger Jacob 
Motter, Harrisburg, probably fatally 
crushed; ' Baggagemaster L. T. Van 
Aman,; Harrisburg, scalp wounds. 


The flyer left Harrisburg twelve min- 


utes Jate and was making a good sixty 
miles per hour when the accident oc- 
curred. The Pennsylvania has 
four 


tracks at this point. 
On one west- 


bound track a freight train was pull- 
Ing a little ahead . of the passenger 
train, which was on the adjoining west 
track. Another freight train was com- 
ing east on No. 3 track. 
. • • 


The three trains entered a cut about 


the same time. When about half way 
through the west-bound freight piled 
Into a landslide, which had probably 
occurred but a few moments before. 
The locomotive and eight cars of the 
freight were piled over on the track in 
front of the flyer. The engineer' of the 
passenger, train had but time to re- 
verse his engine when he plunged into 
the grinding wreckage to death. Al- 
most simultaneously the 
east-bound 


freight piled into the landslide at the 
other side.

The passenger train plowed deep 


Into the wreck. The express engine: 
reared upon its drivers, and turned 
over oh its side, crusting the engineer 
and fireman to death. The two express

behind . the 
locomotive were- 


smashed to kindling wood.

The Gazette in Reference to the

Divines Not So Numerous as Stated 
—Other Points. 
William B. Palmer, pastor of the Lima 


Circuit United Brethren church takes 
exceptions to a few of the statements 
made in the Gazette of recent.issue rela. 
tive to the Thomas Stewart will case, in 
•which the superanuated, ministers of the 
church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
were interested; which was tried in Judge 
Bennett's court, Feb. 17th, last. Fol- 
lowing is Mr. Palmer's letter in full: 


Editor of Gazette—In the Gazette of 


Feb. 25th, T noticed an article which 
purported to be an account of the 
Thomas. Stewart will case, in which the 
superanuated ministers of the church of 
the United Brethren in Christ were in- 
terested, which was tried in Judge Ben- 
nett's court. , "I do not usually .pay 
much attention to articles appearing in 
newspapors respecting our church, but

misrepresentations 


that I feel it a duty that I owe to my 


• church to 
reply. 
Some . one 
who 


has a deep prejudice against 
the 


church, has not only willfully misrepre- 
sented the facts in the case, but has im- 
posed upon the readers of the Gazette as 
well. The suit in question was brought 
to recover property, which had been 
willed by Thomas Stewart to the fund 
for superanuated preachers of the U. B. 
church. Mr. Stewart died in 1882. Mrs. 
Steward was to have the use of property 


• during her lifetime, however. After Mr. 


Stewart's death Mrs. Stewart tried to 
dispose of the property in order to pre- 
vent the provisions of the will being car- 
ried out at her death. 


In order that tho readers of The Ga- 


zette may understand why she did this, 
it will be necessary that I give a brief 
history of the trouble over the revision 
of the constitution of the church. 
The 


• church in an early day haci opposed 


secret societies and when the first con 


' stitution was adopted it contained an 


article forbiding its members from unit- 
ing, with any secret society. 
After a 


• time there came a change of sentiment 
in the matter on the part of many and 
debates sprarg up in every part of the 
church over the question. It finally be- 
came such a bone of contention that the 
church deemed it: wise to change the 
article somewhat, softening its tone, etc. 
Those who opposed it were called radi- 
cals and those who favored it were 
known as liberals. In 18S5 a commie- 
eion was appointed by the general con- 
ference of the church to revise the con- 
fession of faith and the constitution. 
The reason for the revision of the con- 
fession of faith being that it was silent 
or ambiguous upon some of the cardinal 
doctrines of the bible as held and be- 


. lieved in by the church. 
The commis- 


sion, 
however, 
were 
to 
preserve, 


unchanged in substance, the then exist- 
ing confession of faith so far as it' was 


: clear. 
. 


The reason for changing the consti- 


tution was to adopt its provisions more 
fully to the wants and conditions of the 
church in that and future time. The 
question of revision was submitted to 
the church to be voted upon in the man? 
uer provided by the constitution 
which 
x provided that a two-thirds majority of 


the membership of the church should be 
secured for the amendment of the .con- 
stitution before it could be amended. 
The time to take the vote was fixed for 
the month of November, 1838, (three 
years after). These three years were 
given to a discussion of the question of 
revision. Every member had abundant 
opportunity to inform themselves upon 
the question. The result of the vote 
was as follows: lor the revised confep- 
sion of faith, 51,070 against' 3,310; for 
amended, constitution. 50,685 against 
3,659. The secrecy question was sub- 
mitted also at- that time and 46,994 
voted to change the article in the con- 
stitution'on that question, while 7,298 
voted against. In the general confer- 
ence of 1889 a vote was taken as requir- 
ed by the constitution and 110 members 
voted for revision and twenty against. 


' After the results of the vote had been 


announced, Milton Wright, then a bish- 
op in the church, and fourteen others, 
left the conference and going to an 
opera house, which had been previously

from the church five bishops and tho 115 
members of the general conference who 
had not joined, them in their, secession 
from .the church.

article stated that at : this time 27,000 
ministers withdrew. 
How could this 


be when ii 1888, there were only 1,490 
ministers m the entire church? In 1889, 
after the secession of Wright and others 
we find that there were 1,455 ministers 
still in the church, so that about thirty- 
five ministers withdrew and not 27,000.

at 12:OS p. iii., after a continuous ses- 
sion lasting from 11 o'clock Friday 
morning, 'a period of .over twenty-five 
hours. The final .agreement on. the 
river and harbor bill containing the 
compromise on the Nicaragua canal 
was secured about 3:30 a. m.; the sunr 
dry civil, inwhich the house forced the 
senate :o surr.endi the provision Tor 
the Pacific cable, about 6 o'clock; the 
District of Columbia, with the provi- 
sion for sectarian insytutions elimin- 
ated, about 7 o'clock; the deficiency at 
8:30 
and the final conference report 


upon the naval bill at about 9:30 a. m. 


The important business had .been 


virtually completed when the house 
recessed for an hour at 9:30 o'clock. 
All that remained was the enrollment 
of bills and-th'e -final .ceremonies. At 
10:30 
o'clock the house reconvened. 


The closing scenes'were of more than 
usual interest. After all the bills .had 
been passed .there followed the usual 
resolutions. That offered by Mr. Bai- 
ley, thanking Speaker Reed, and the 
remarks of the minority leader were of 
a character to lend a dramatic turn to 
the proceedings. 
The action of-the 


house and the speaker's reply aroused 
the house and spectators to enthusi- 
asm. After adjournment members and 
visitors; joined In singing patriotic airs!

sixteen states bills of this character have 
been laid before the legislatures

pickers"_-.^g. "sand baggers.'' In each 
case, however, they 'are entitled "pure 
food bills,"-'-pharmacy laws," '^preser- 
vation of public' health statutes", etc 
Legitimate names and titles are used to 
help through surreptitious clauses, de- 
signed to give',the blackmailer a chance 


.As samples ' of . the worst kind ; of 


these bills,.we might call attention, for 
instance, to the one in the. Kansas legis 
lature now,, which prescribes a fee of $50 
a-month to be paid by the vendor ol 
any drug, or any person who\ shall by 
writing or Sprinting or in any other 
methrd, to profess to cure or .treat di- 
sease.
